Color popped out of some

of flowers will be ushered in with 
ceremony of beauty two weeks 
from today—St. Patrick’s Day, 
March 17- and wall continue until 
April 9. 

All indications have it that 

there will be perfect spring 

weather to attract visitors 
■ throughout the fete, and the nat¬ 
ural spectacle awaiting them will 
not be limited to the Wistaria 
grounds but will commence to 
unfold on every side as they en¬ 
ter the city. Streets and gar¬ 
dens will be in full and gor¬ 
geous bloom of peach and cherry, 
jasmine, aloes, and literally hun¬ 
dreds of varieties of semi-tropi¬ 
cal plants. Hills w r ill be green, 
and orange trees loaded with 
golden fruit, orchards set off by 
yellow mustard and alfalfa. 

During the week, firemen 
workers have completed erection 
of the structure of the imposing 
entrance to the Fennel estate on 
Carter avenue, and it is planned 
to thatch the roof and add fin¬ 
ishing touches Sunday. Potted 
palms will line the forecourt, and 
will be bent in archways in a 
picturesque manner. The former 
system of checking in visitors 
through a turnstile has been dis¬ 
carded in favor of the more hos¬ 
pitable and good looking wide 
gate. 

In the meanwhile the applica¬ 
tions continue to pour in from 
large florist shops and nurseries 
from the entire Southern Califor¬ 
nia territory, and it becomes daily 
more apparent that the Court of 
Flowers will be a riot of color, 
and a fitting entrance-way to the 
•Wistaria grounds proper.

Proclaimed 

Business Uninterrupted By 
Bank Closing; Minor 
Inconvenience

bank holiday proclamation with 
scarcely the batting of an eye 
yesterday. Business went on here 
without interruption. There was 
no confusion or excitement when 
the townspeople read a notice 
posted on the doors of the local 
bank a few minutes before the 
scheduled opening time. 

There had been no previous 
heavy withdrawals from the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Savings Bank and 
there was no alarm when the de¬ 
positors and townsfolk generally 
read a notice signed by the bank 
directors, as follows: 

The three-day bank holiday 
proclaimed by the Governor of 
California does not mean danger 
of loss to any depositor. It is 
for the protection of all depositors. 
The financial structure of our 
State is sound. There is no need 
to worry. The co-operation of our 
customers during this temporary I 
inconvenience is appreciated.

The full clerical force of the I 
bank had reported for duty and \ 
it was ready for the usual day's 
business when formal notice of 
Governor Rolph’s proclamation 
arrived.

| held among the tradesmen to this 
end as a result of which they 
will do their utmost to render 
the highest possible service under 
the circumstances. 

City Business Manager A1 S.

The bank holiday affords the people of an op- 
portunity to think, the banks an opportunity to 
safeguard the interest of their depositors and the 
community against the timid, the unthinking and 
vicious who would destroy the very foundations of 
the Republic and glory in the chaos and distress 
that would follow. 

There may be temporary inconveniences but 
they are insignificant in face of the safety that the 
procedure assures and they will be easily endured 
and quickly forgotten.

Chamber Of Commerce Lends 
Aid In Establishing 
Local Chapter 

Accepting an invitation of the 
Sierra Madre Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to put on a demonstration 
of its work at the March 6 meet¬ 
ing here, the 4-H Club of Pasa¬ 
dena Woodrow Wilson school an¬ 
nounced yesterday that the mem¬ 
bers would attempt to give a 
brief history of the club and a 
resume of the w r ork being done.

The main purpose 
of the 4-H is the furthering of 
agricultural pursuits among 
youths, and many farm and vege¬ 
table products will be exhibited in 
Sierra Madre on the occasion of 
group's visit. 

In a letter to J. S. Billheimer, 
president of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, Frank E. Gibson, assis¬ 
tant leader of the youth's or¬ 
ganization, invited the officers of 
the chamber and their wives to 
be present at a banquet being 
given tomorrow, Saturday, eve¬ 
ning at 6:30 p.m. at Wilson 
school for the 4-H members and 
invited guests.

This same 
team is scheduled to take part 
in the National agricultural pro¬ 
gram broadcast from KFI at 
noon, Saturday, March II.

Public Projects Furnish Work 
For 128 Men With 
Prospects For More 

A daily payroll peak of $414.10, 
distributed among 128 men. in¬ 
cluding practically every able 
bodied worker in the city, has so 
relieved the unemployment situ¬ 
ation here that it is expected that 
business will experience a decided 
uptrend immediately. 

The work now being done in¬ 
cludes 75 jobs on the spreading 
grounds, 15 on the Big Santa 
Anita roadway, 30 in Bailey 
Canyon Park, five on the removal 
of ghost trees, and three on the 
San Gabriel Canyon dam project. 
City Business Manager A1 S. 
Myers states. 

In the past month a total of 
145 men have been turned over. 
This means that the employment 
situation has improved to such 
an extent that the approximate 
100 men have been rotated one 
and one half times. 

Prospects of still additional em¬ 
ployment were foreseen as a re¬ 
sult of a resolution adopted by 
the City Council at a meeting 
last Thursday in which a request 
was made that the county allo¬ 
cate $3600 for the purchase of 
materials with which to pipe the 
waters of the Little Santa Anita 
Canyon down to the city's spread¬ 
ing grounds. The ground w’ork 
for this move was laid by City 
Business Manager A1 S. Myers, 
who has contacted members of 
the Board of Supervisors and 
found such a move feasible. 

Not only would such a conduit 
line, extending from Sycamore 
Place to the settling basins, prove 
a boon to Sierra Madre, but it 
would also benefit the neighbor¬ 
ing communities whose water sup¬ 
ply is drawn from the same 
underground reservoirs as this 
city and is was this aspect of 
the situation that caught the 
supervisors’ interest. 

Arcadia is already following in 
Sierra Madre's footsteps, prov¬ 
ing the importance of the pres- 
sent water conservation plans, 
and is clearing the ground for 
basins to the southeast of here. 
It is that city's intention to pro¬ 
vide means of conserving all the 
water that overflows from the 
local basins. 


Business Men Long 
Under Single Roof 
Take New Quarters 

After being located under the 
same roof for five years, Davis’ 
Central Meat Market and Tom 
Solury's grocery store this week 
opened separate establishments. 
Charles Davis, who has for 16 
years been in the meat business 
in the old Town Hall building, 
absorbed the business formerly 
owned by Austin Gibbs, and 
moved to Gibbs’ store at 38 west 
Central avenue.

TRUCE SIGNED IN BATTLE 

BETWEEN PRODUCERS AND 
AUTHOR OF ‘UNDRESS PARADE ’ 


A THREATENED lawsuit be¬ 
tween Henry C. Gordon, lo¬ 
cal playwright, and Paul M. 
Trebitsch, who is producing Gor¬ 
don's "Undress Parade" at the 
Hollywood Music Box, was avoided 
after last night's performance of 
the piece when the author agreed 
to sanction the remaining per¬ 
formances on condition that the 
version presented tonight and 
hereafter shall conform in a more 
reasonable degree to Gordon's 
script. 

Gordon was shocked on Sun¬ 
day night when in the company 
of a party of fellow Sierra 
Madreans he witnessed the pre¬ 
miere production of his play be¬ 
fore a packed house. It was not 
what he saw that jarred the 
playwright and brought crimson 
to his cheeks, but the lines and 
scenes that had been omitted 
Some of these Gordon considered 
vital features to presentation of 
the play. 

Author and producer are said 
to have had a lively tilt during 
the evening over tlie deletion of 
a scene showing a “strip” poker 
game from which the piece takes 
its name. Gordon contended this 
and other omissions left a play 
for which he could not be re¬ 
sponsible and on Monday he is¬ 
sued a statement giving notice 
that he would apply for an in¬ 


junction to prevent further pro j 
duction. ’ 

‘As the piece is being pre¬ 
sented," said Gordon, "it is with¬ 
out my sanction or consent and 
my attorneys have been instruc- 
.ted to apply for an injunction to 
prevent further presentations. 

The play 1 was written," Gor¬ 
don added, "as a hilarious, bawdy 
comedy and was so tampered 
with and mutilated in the name 
of 'censorship' that I do not care 
to have the residue offered as my 
work. I am not a writer of Poi- 
ilyanna plays. In writing ‘Undress 
Parade' it was my intention to 
offer the public a comedy of 
Rabelaisian flavor and attuned 
to adult taste. Overcaution on the 
part of the producers has oper¬ 
ated decidedly to the detriment 
of my original intention . . . The 
public has the right, I believe, to 
something better than denatured 
drinks and denatured drama.” 

Attorneys have carried on ne¬ 
gotiations between author and 
producer all week and at each 
performance more and more of 
the lines were spoken until last 
night an agreement was reached 
that hereafter the production will 
practically be the story that the 
author had in mind when it was 
written. Gordon has witheld the 
filing of an application for an in¬ 
junction to sge whether the agree¬ 
ment is kept.

Like Lemon Growers 

Adoption of an orange agree¬ 
ment, similar in general form and 
purpose to the Exchange lemon 
agreement, which is credited for 
much of the success of lemon 
marketing during the past seven 
years, was approved this week by 
the directors of the California 
Fruit Grower’s Exchange, accord¬ 
ing to vice president W. E. Sprott, 
who presided at the meeting. 

The agreement and plan of op¬ 
eration was recommended by the 
special orange committee of Ex¬ 
change directors. This committee 
is composed of E. A. Beck, Pla-1 
centia; W. K. Beattie, Upland: J 
C. H. Clock, Redlands; H. A. 
Lynn, Riverside; L. E .Lyon, Ana-! 
heim: C. E. Myers, Covina; R. K. 
Pitzer, Pomona; and W. E. 
Sprott, Porterville, all of whom 
are experienced orange growers. 

Identical but separate docu¬ 
ments will be drawn up for Na-1 
vels, including miscellaneous vari¬ 
eties, and for Valencias, and sub¬ 
mitted to all orange associations 
and district exchanges affiliated 
with the California Fruit Growers 
Exchange. The percentage neces¬ 
sary to make the plan effective 
is 90 per cent for each variety. 
It permits annual withdrawal and 
does not affect existing contracts 
in any way other than delegating 
authority to determine volume of 
shipments to the central board.

Among the more than 3000 
bills that the Legislature began 
consideration of on Teusday are 
more than 100 affecting mar¬ 
riages, divorce, the family rela¬ 
tion and breach of promise. 
Among them are measures: 

Prohibiting intermarriag; of 
Filipinos and white persors in 
California. 

Requiring plaintiff in "heart 
balm” suits to file a bond equal 
to 10 per cent of the damages 
sought. 

Abolishing interlocutory decrees 
of divorce, requiring a one-year 
wait before the decree becomes 
final. 

Reducing the time between 
granting the divorce and the final 
judgment from one year to three 
months. 

Providing that alimony pay¬ 
ments immediately stop upon the 
remarriage of the wife. 

Giving babies born of a mar¬ 
riage that is annulled or dis¬ 
solved by divorce, full legal 
-tanding as legitimate children. 

Reducing from two years to six 
months the maximum penalty for 
failure to provide for a minor 
child.

Assembly Rill Provides For 
Quick Wine And Beer 
And Booze Repeal 


Every California county would 
have its own liquor commissioner 
to enforce State regulation in 
case light wines and beer are 
legalized by Congress, under a 
bill now before the California 
legislature. 

The county liquor officer would 
be appointed by the board of 
supervisors, and his main duty 
would be to collect the annual 
license fee, to be written into 
the bill later.
